PerliapB  in  no  age  of  tlie  world's  history 
pinoc  Penteoosfc  have  60  maoh  attention 
and  investigation  been  given  by  the  Ohris 
tian  Church  to  the  office  and  work  of  tlie 
Holy  Spirit,  as  in  tiie  preieiU  one,  and  re- 
sultant upon  this  increased  study  are  3iai\y 
strange  and  even  grotesque  theories  and 
beliefs.  The  oldjdea  that  the  Holy  Spirit 
was  a  mysterioii^anation  from  God  ihe 
Father,  or  an  inflalnoe,  seems  to  be  slowly 
iNjt  surely  fading  away,  and  Obristians  are 
coming  to  the  truth  that  He  is  God  indeed, 
a  personality  of  affections  and  will,  and 
that  He  may  be  grieved,  and  often  is griev* 
*ed,  by  ibose  who  might  have  more  knowl- 
edge, in  that  He  is  ignored  and  forgotten 
in  worship  and  service. 

We  are  certain  that  the  Holy  Spirit  was 
active  in  the  work  of  creation,  was^the 
means  of  recorded  revelation,  was  deeply 
concerned  in  the  offering  of  Jesus  Christ 
for  our  redemption,  and  in  His  resurreo* 
lion,  and  is  now  the  power  which  sball  con- 
vict the  world  of  sin,  effect  regeneration, 
and  lead  the  regenerated  one  into  all  tralh».

The  great  basiness  which  Jesus  left  with 
His  Apostles  to  carry  the  news  of  a  risen 
Savioar  to  all  men  of  "every  nation  Qnder 
Heaven,'*  was  one  which  required  and  de- 
manded in  them  a  special  ability  for  its 
proper  eondnot  and  fulfillment,  and  one  for 
which  they  f^lt  themselves  to  be  utterly 
inadequate.^  / 

Bven  the  promise  **Lo  I  am  with^  you 
ftlways."  beautiful  and  inspiring  as  it  is, 
was  not  iulfieient,  except  in  ita^ulfillment 
for  thii  great  nndertalring»  for  we  see  that 
the  only  m«n  mbp  knew  in  its  full  aignifi- 
eanoe  apd  power^  this  great  truth,  were 
bidden  to  tarry  in  the  eity  (liuke  zziv,  49) 
until  they  ahould  be  prepared  by  the  pour- 
inirin  and  upon  them  of  that  increased 
ability  /  whhoat  whioh  their  efforts  would

Many  persons  have  supposed  that  this 
infilling  is  attendant  upon  regeneration 
and  inseparable  from  it,  but  we  find  Scrip- 
,4jaire8  which  teach  us  plainly  that  the  fill* 
iifg  of  God's  spirit  which  gave  power  to 
the' Apostles  at  Pentecost  and  afterward, 
followed n  considerable  time  alter  their  re 
generation.  Did  not  Jesus  say,  **Now  ye 
are  clean  through  theword,"  and  yet  they 
must  tarry  urcil  they  had  >  su/e  realisation 
of  this  further  experience.
